On Sunday, Aug. 2, this neigh-

destructive hail storms in its history.

A 
very peculiar thing about the storm 
was the fact that no rain fell until 
some time ufter, Mr. Robert An- 
derson, and friend, of Keulis, who 
Were un their way to preach at this 
appointment, had a very trying and 
excilug time of it, being caught in 
the storm. The top of their buggy 
is a total wreck, but no other serious 
harm was dove. <A large number 
of horses which were grazing on the 
prairie became panic stricken and 
bolted for the stable of Mr, Robt. 
Aldous, inside of which pandemon- 
ium reigned for some time, the 
horses being terrified beyond all 
control, Altogether, the peuple of 
this vicinity will have good reason 
to long remember the hail storm of 
the Sunday before last,
